Student - Faculty-Review 
Board members dismissed a 
protest petition concerning 
the recently held Asgsociat- 
ed Mens’ Students election 
in a meeting Tuesday. 

The board immediately 
recommended that the Stu- 


dent Council take some ac- 
tion on regulating the elec- 
tions in the future,

‘Grades’ Amendment 
Defeated by Students 


The Associated Students failed 
to approve an amendment to the 
AS Constitution in a_ special 
election Wednesday by 21 votes. 


The amendment provided that 
all officers of The Associated 
Students be required to main- 
tain a 2.0 grade point average 
with the exception of the execu- 
tive board who must maintain a 
average of 2.3. > 


The amendment also provided 
for an accounting at the quarter. 


One hundred and four votes 
for approval of the amendment 
were not enough to total the 
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necessary three-fourths for 
adoption into the Constitution. 
Opposing forces cast 68 votes 
against the proposal to leave 
adoption forces a 21 vote defici- 
ency. 


The amendment passed council 
chambers two weeks ago in a at- 
tempt to iron out the eligibilty 
questions that have plagued the 
Council since the issuance of 
mid-term grades. 


Last week the Student-Faculty 
-Review-Board ruled in two cases 
on council that semester grades 
would be the deciding factor be- 
tween an officer’s eligibility.

limitation could -be found in the 
Associated Students Constitution, 
its by-laws, or the publicity regu- 
lations. ; 


Procedure Protest 


Another student spoke from 
the—floor protesting the entire 
election procedure but did not ask 
that the election be voided. 


The student stated, that in his 
estimation, the damage had al- 
ready been done. He based his in- 
formal protest on the “secret 
ballot and voting booth” stipula- 
tion in the AS constitution by- 
laws. 


Run-off Mix-up / 


He also protested the final 
tabulation mix-up which resulted 
in the run-off elections not being 
announced until 11:30 a.m. 
Thursday, stating that candidates 
who had previously been inform- 
ed of losses, did not have suf- 
ficient time to prepare their run- 
off campaigns. 


The board’s recommendation 
that Student Council establish a 
definite election procedure for 
future elections was turned over 
to council members in their noon 
meeting the same day. (See 
“Council Comments” page three. ) 


However, the board ruled that 
establishing the election rules 
themselves did not fall under 
their jurisdiction of “interpret- 
ing the AS Constitution.”

Experienced student 
journalists, Brazil and Fab- 
ian have served on the El Don 
staff for three semesters. Both 
have added a number of awards 
to the newspaper’s outstanding 
record, and are members of the 
Beta Phi Gamma honorary jour- 
nalism fraternity. 

Ted Brazil has held the posi- 
tion of El] Don sports editor for 
two semesters, and the Orange 
Daily News has, for eighteen 
months, employed him as sports 
editor and photographer. 

Paramount among his impres- 
sive list of awards is a first 

lace in the state awarded Brazil 
or an on-the-spot news photo of 
President Kennedy. The award 
was made at the CIPA-JAJC 
(California Inter-Collegiate Press 
Association of Journalism Assoc- 
iations of Junior Colleges) last 
year. 

Son of a crusading mid-West- 
ern newspaper editor is James 
Fabian, who has been a printer 
since 1946. “I was literally born 
into the newspaper field,” says 
Fabian, who has held the posi- 
tions of feature and news editor 
of the El Don. 

Father of two boys and a 
Korean War veteran, Fabian was 
awarded the Richard Garnet 
Robbins prize for best editorial 
last spring, along with a third 
place in editorial writing at the 
CIPA-JAJC convention, and a 
first in feature writing at the

Amory’s first book, ‘The 
Proper Bostonians,” promptly 
shot Amory to fame as one of the 
wittiest social commentators on 
the American scene. 

Amory is especially noted for 
his unorthodox views of his own 
high Boston society. The only 
reason that he is not banned in 
the “Home of the Bean and 
Cod”’ is that the author himself 
is a Proper Bostonian. 

According to John K. Hutchens 
of the New York Herald Tribune, 
Amory “drops names at a pro- 
digious rate . . . some of them 


right on their tiara-ed heads... .”

Finals are in full swing. Your last chance to improve 
your grades is rapidly slipping through your fingers. 

You probably can tell what grades you will be get- 
ting in your various Subjects. Wil] they bea springboard 
into next semester and further college work, or will they 
spell doom and discovragément for you? 

Some students have received their college initiation 
this past semester; many had never taken a college final 
exam before. Most have grown wiser through the process 
of doing college level work. 

Better class attendance, more note-taking, _keener 
listening to thé instructor, more hours spent studying and 
extra all-around academic interest are habits you need 
to adopt if you are not receiving satisfactory grades. 

And along with the adoption of new habits, perhaps 
the dropping of a few old ones will be to your advantage. 
Less extra-activities for some of the social climbers, less 
procrastination while studying, less indifference to lec- 
tures and less dependence on the person sitting next to 
you will help to lift you out of the mediocre student 
status. 

College is an océupation in which there is no union 
seale for grades. Your reward is based strictly on the 
merit system. 

Your grades are more valuable than money, for they 
become a part of your life’s record. They follow you 
wherever you go, putting you in either a good or bad 
light with those who employ you. 

Now that you’re over the first hurdle—whether you 
cleared it or stumbled—approach the next one with the 
attitude of a more experienced runner. If you do, it 
won’t.be nearly as formidable. F

Twice each year, the days of reckoning pervade the 
Santa Ana campus. 

They are anticipated with about as much enthus- 
iasm, in general, as an epidemic of the Bubonic Plague. 

They are, of course, the days of final exams. 

These ‘certain’? days can mean a beginning or an 
end of an era—YOUR college education.

Victor Pankey were released after 
four months in an East German 
Prison cell. 


Ferrey, 20, and Victor Pankey 
20, both of Tustin were arrested 
last September on charges of trying 
to smuggle an East German gir] into 
free West Berlin. 

Unexpected, the release came 
-when the boys’ parents were per- 
mittéd to visit their sons in jail, the 
second such visit since the youths 
imprisonment in September. 

he pair was sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment last September 
26 after a two-day secret trial in 
East Germany. The boys’ parents 
had little hope that their sons would

be reléased before finishing the two 
year term. 

During the families’ four-month 
campaign to have their sons freed, 
they were the victims of an attempt- 
ed extortion plot. 

Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agents arrested two Santa Ana men 
on January 3 after the elder Pankey 
received a leter demanding $25,000 
for the release of the two boys. 

Ferrey, who was on the Dean’s 
Scholarship list at SAC last spring, 
and Pankey, a student at Pomona 
College, have been close friends 
since kindergarten days: and had 
been attending summer school in 
Europe prior to their arrest by the 
communists. 

Relatives and friends of the 
freed youths hailed their release. 
Said Mrs. Louise Ewing of Newport 
Beach, “We still have the Christ- 
mas tree waiting for them.”
